This new organization, while a 
separate and independent com- 
pany, is in the nature of a sub- 
sidiary in as much as the stock is 
owned exclusively by existing 
water companies now supplying 
water in the area involved.

This is the largest volume 
of state highway work yet offered 
to contractors in any one month 
in the history of the California

In announcing the program for | 
January highway offerings, B. B. 
Meek, director of the department 
of public works, stated that the 
large program was in accordance 
with state and national policies to 
increase public work as a means 
of decreasing unemployment. 

Projects upon which bids will 
be opened during January reflect 
the policy of the department of 
public works to time contracts to 
take advantage of favorable clim- 
atic conditions for road building. 
Thus winter work is largely con- 
centrated in Southern California 
and summer work in the northern 
part of the state. None of the 
work, however, is to be done in 
this county.

The world’s first complete radio 
equipped train was the West Point 
special which brought the West 
Point football team and more than 
200 cadets across the continent for

When the 12-car train left the 
East for California, five Majestic 
radios were installed to keep the 
cadets amused on the long trip.
